On Christmas Eve Andover had its 
eighth fatal automobile accident of the 
year, a new record for the town. All over 
the country the same general rise has 
taken place, despite the construction of 
safer roads, the installation of new traf- 
fic devices, and the employing of more 
traffic officers. For years everyone has 
been horrified at the mounting death 
toll, everyone has said: “Something must 
be done about it,” but still the horrible 
slaughter has gone on. 

Something must be done about it, but 
a new approach to the problem must be 
taken, It’s not so much using new signs, 
building new roads, or hiring more of- 
licers that is needed; it’s the use of plain, 


ordinary, everyday common sense on the | 


part of the motorist, the pedestrian and 
the policeman. America’s automobile 
death toll will diminish when and only 
when America begins to use its head. 


No one can say that speeding causes 


accidents; in many cases speeding is | 


perfectly justifiable; in many cases it is 
the road mope who causes accidents. 
But there are situations when speeding is 
criminally dangerous. It is up to the 
motorist to use his head, to drive as the 
conditions demand, and it is up to the 
officer to guide him in every way possible. 
Speeding through a town is unpardon- 
able; speeding in rainy or icy weather is 
also a reckless display of brainlessness 
But speeding on a clear highway out 
where pedestrian traflic is negligible is 
perfectly all right, provided the motorist 


slows down for intersections and does 
not cut out when the view ahead is ob- 
scured. When to go fast and when not to 
go fast is a problem that is up to the 
motorist; if he uses his head, there will 


| be no accident; if he doesn’t, America’s 


motor death rate will continue to in- 
erense | 

The traffic officer must use his head, 
too. All over the country officers have | 
adopted the philosophy of waiting for | 
something to happen and then trying to | 
catch someone. It is like a policeman 
giving drugs to a drug addict, and then 
arresting him for using drugs. The of- 
ficer who baits a driver into doing some- 
thing and then arrests him is himself 
just as much of a contributory factor in 
committing the offense as the officer 
who passed the dope to the addict. The | 
thing to do is to guide the poor unfor-| 
tunate away from the use of drugs; and 
similarly the correct traffic philosophy | 
has as its basis supervision rather than | 
apprehension. Daring drivers to do} 
something wrong, just waiting for them 
to fall into a trap, does no good; pre-| 
venting them from falling into the trap 
does much good. 

The problem has come sulliciently 
near home to all of usin Andover this year 
to impress upon us the necessity of try-| 
ing to diminish, insofar as Andover is 
concerned, the number of fatal acci- 
dents. If no Andover driver is involved 
in a fatal accident here or elsewhere next 
year, or if no Andover pedestrian is 


struck through his own carelessness, 
this town can feel that it is doing its 


part to solve the problem.

Freak Virginia Chimneys 
Natural Rock Formations 

The Virginia “towers” or “chin 
neys,” as they are called locally, range 
from 60 to 75 feet in height and at a 
distance took like the partially wrecked 
walls of a venerable castle—agalpn like 
aged chimneys set down tn the midst 
of a grove. There are seven, and they 
|consist of time-stained limestone and 
{rise perpendicularly from the alluvial 
borders of the stream 
about their bases, forming a natural 
mont. 

Toe Virginia chimneys are more reg: 
ular tn their strat» than the pictur 
esque Palisades of New York and ap 
pear to have been arranged by nature 
with perfect workmanship, with projec 
tions like dilapidated cornices de 
signed by some noted Grecian archi 
tect, according to the Washington Star. 

Geologists and scientists believe the 
chimneys are the products of geologl- 
cal upheavals ef thousands of centuries 
ago. A great luke or river by the 
might of its turbulent waters many 
generations ago may have washed and 
whipped against the sides of those sub 
merged walls of rock and gradually 
ground them to thelr present curious 
configurations Later, after those 
waters disappeared, exposure of the 
limestone towers toe weathering and 
alternating summer heat and winter 
cold may have conipleted the phenome.

Banxs Fishing Gets Its 


Neme From Ocean Bottom 
Banks fishing gets its name from the 
banks or hilly portions of the ocean 
bottom, found between the shore and 
the deep waters of the Atlantic, The 
main banks range from the Grand 
Banks, off Newfoundland to the 
George's Banks, off Nova Scotia. Deep 
sea vessels are very sturdily built. 
Most of them are driven by sails, sup 
plemented by auxiliary power, but 
some of them are steam driven, hav- 
ing a relatively large displacement of 
from 250 to 8300 tons gross. 

The fish taken in banks fisheries, 
says the Montreal Herald, are mainly 
cod, haddock, hake and pollock, and 
are caught for the dried fish trade. 
The long ne method ts chiefly used. 
Ten or more dories are usually car 
rled by each boat and these are put 
to sea with two fishermen In each 
boat. The long line or trawl has at- 
tached to It, at Intervals of about six 


| feet, a succession of short lines, each 


carrying a hook. One of the dory 
fishermen baits the hooks and pays 
out the line as the other rows. Some- 
times the line reaches a mile or more 
in length. It ts buoyed and anchored 
at both ends and ts allowed to stay 
in the water for half an hour or 80, 
then hauled in. The dory goes back to 


the vessel, unloads the fish and re 
peats the process. These “bankers” 
sometimes remain in the fishing 


| grounds as long as two months, until) 


a full cargo has been obtained, before 
returning to the home port. 


Charivari, Mock Serenade, 
Once Used for Newlyweds 


Charivari {s pronounced Sha-re-va- 
re, a as in father, e as in end, accent 
on third syllable, or colloquially as 


| if it were spelled chiv-e-re. It is a 


mock serenade of a newly married 
couple. It originated in the Middle 
ages in France where it was custom- 
ary to raise the charivari only against 
persons just married for the second 
time, says a writer In the Indianapolis 
News. 

Neighbors would gather round the 
home of the couple, and make a tu- 
multuous nolse by shouting, whistling, 
hissing, groaning, ringing bells, beat- 
ing tin pans, etc. The crowd, generally 
in masks and special costumes, would 
not stop the charivari until the newly 
married couple bought their peace with 
a ransom, which usually consisted of 
food and drink, or supply money to 
buy tt. The charivari of the rural 
districts of the United States is siml- 
lar, except It Is raised against any 
newly married couple. In German {t 
is called “katzenmusik,” which means 
“cat's concert.” 


Desert Yields Precious Stones 

Precious stones weighing as much as 
five pounds have been found in the 
Libyan desert. They are of a beauti 
ful greenish-yellow color and extreme 
ly hard. It is believed that they were 
formed out of desert sand by the ter- 
rific heat of a great aerolite or me 
teor which fell long ago in this dis- 
trict. Similar stones have been found 
around a meteoric crater at Wabar, 
Arabia. These are supposed to be re- 
mains of a broken planet. The crater 
is similar to the nineteen discovered in 
1981 in the Central Australian desert, 
blasted out by glant meteorites. Some 
of these craters are more than 200 
yards tn diameter. Scattered around 
are fragments of the meteorites, com 
posed of pure nickel and tron.
